\\ hen the Anti-Chinese Convention as­ 
sembles in this city, March 10th, it will 
lie confronted witii a problem requiring 
the coolest consideration and the wisest 
action.

m ust declare against unrestricted Chinese 
immigration. 
That done, it will be ex­ 
pected to fortify the appeals already made 
to Congress. 
T hat far all will be plaiu 
sailing. 
But, as it is to be a thoroughly 
representative liody, it must represent the 
tem perate and positive thought of the peo­ 
ple. 
If it is merely exclamatory and 
wholly radical, it will fail in its purpose. 
Mere vituperation and denunciation will 
have no effect at the Fast. 
It must ad­ 
dress the reason, not the passions nor tiie 
prejudices of men, for rash nud heated 
counsels'firing dtTeaf. and 
weakeus the cause. 
When the convoca­ 
tion comes to methods, it cannot do other­ 
wise and be representative, if it does not 
set the seal of :ts stern disapproval upon 
all forms of violence toward the Chinese 
in this country, 
it must declare the laws 
supreme, and their integrity superior to 
all other considerations. 
It must rise to 
the icvcl of a clear conception of the aetual 
situation. 
Chinese immigration must be 
restricted; the curse of Chinese servile 
labor that degrades aud demoralizes the 
working classes o1 A nítrica must he re­ 
moved, but the Convention should, In its 
efforts to these ends, fully realize that that 
cannot be j udelv and instantly undone 
which this people have been thirty years 
doing. 
As a San Franbisco journal well

W orthy T rib u te to a [B ead Jou rn alist. 


N e w Y 'o r k , Februaiw 22d.—Charles A. 
Dana says in the Sun hf yesterday : 
The 
wire has just informed the world that 
Colonel Kemble, editon^if the first newspa­ 
per published in San Francisco, has passed 
away. So simple an announcement is an 
inadequate tribute to the dead journalist, to 
whom is due the honor of having projected 
and carried to success one of the most re­ 
markable newspaper enterprises of the cen­ 
tury. In the issue of the Star. March 0, 
1847. may be found this prediction in a 
loader by Kemble, and worthy of remark, 
because at the time it was written neither 
gold nor other metals to any considerable 
extent had been discovered in California : 
“ The town of Y'erba Buena is no doubt 
destined to be the Liverpool or New Y'ork 
of the Pacific ocean. At this [Klim will be 
concentrated nearly all commercial enter­ 
prises. and the capital engaged ami invest­ 
ed in Pacific trades, all the products of the 
gold, silver, copper, iron 
and quick­ 
silver mines, with which the country 
abounds, m ust be concentrated here for 
manufacture and export. In a few years 
our wharves and streets will present a scene 
of busy life, resembling that of New Y’ork, 
and men from all parts of the world will 
Hock here.” This announcement of news­ 
paper sagacity and enterprise anticipated 
the Pony Express by m any years. 
The 
issue of the Star on the eventful 1st of 
April, 1848, consisted of six pages, and a 
dozen copies of it, with a num ber of private 
letters, were carried across the plains w ith­ 
in sixty days, advertised and delivered at 
Independence, 
Mo., by Nathan 
Hank. 
There was no regular line of steamships 
and of course no railroad from San F ran­ 
cisco at that time, and the enterprise of 
Kemble gave the Star to its Eastern readers 
from one month to six weeks in advance of 
the other means of distribution. 
H ank's 
escapes from death at the bauds of Indians 
or from exposure and fatigue during his 
perilous rides are alike marvelous.

February 22d.—1The Mews' El 
Paso special says: Andrew Ames, a Gov­ 
ernm ent scout, who was all through the 
recent Indian outbreak, gives additional 
facts connected with the killing of Captain 
Crawford by the Mexican troops. Ames 
says that lie met Perez and his forces near 
L is Varas, about eighty or a hundred miles 
east of where Crawford was killed, on De­ 
cember 31st, and located for him the posi­ 
tion of both Crawford and Davis, and 
warned hiui to be very careful. On Jan u ­ 
ary 5th Ames met twenty-three Mexican 
scouis of Perez’command following on Da­ 
vis’ trail, and told them what trail thev 
wete following, but they heedlessly con 
linued on until they reached Piedras Yer- 
dus, about two miles west of Casas Grandes. 
The scout says that there was no occasion 
for an engagement had not the Mexicans 
sought it, and he declares that Perez knew 
well whom he was attacking when he fired 
upon Crawford's command. 
As regareis the claims made by Perez in 
his report that the United States Indian 
scouts had been committing depredations 
in Canton de Guerrero, Ames says lie 
knows that statem ent to be false, as both 
Crawford s and Davis' commands were one 
hundred miles or more away from tbat 
place. 
W hen asked what he thought 
about Geronimo’s surrender, Ames replied 
that the Chief had promised to surrender 
by the 21st inst., and even should lie fail 
to do so, it would be easy to effect his cap­ 
ture, as lie is now nearly on the line com­ 
ing this way. Ames said that had Craw­ 
ford lived Gerónimo and liis band of hos­ 
tiles would never have surrendered, but 
would have been “ good Indians” bv this 
time. 
If lie failed, Davis would have 
caught and killed them.

T h e A tto rn e y -G e n e ra l S p eak s o f Hi» R e ­ 
la tio n s W ith tlie C o n tro ller. 
Attorney-General Marshall was asked this 
m orning, says last evening’s San Francisco 
PnH. w hat was the reason of his letter to 
Controller Dunn, declining to furnish him 
with any more opinions. Mr. Marshall 
said : • W hen I got home from W ashing­ 
ton I found two letters from Mr. Dunn ask­ 
ing my opinion. One was about the Mc­ 
Carthy warrants ; the other was about the 
Crocker lo in. 
1 have become tired of giv­ 
ing an opinion simply so that Dunn can 
shoulder lire responsibility oil onto me. 
H e makes up hi» mind what he wants to 
do. Then he asks my opinion. 
If it coin­ 
cides with his wishes, he follows my ad­ 
vice. .If it does not. he gets another opin­ 
ion from his private legal adviser, and docs 
" hat he wants to. 
I don’t propose to be 
m ade use of in that way any longer, and I 
wrote him fhat letter, which he has seen tit 
to publish—not that I care a cent about it. 
About the McCarthy warrants, lam clearly 
of the opinion that Dunn has made him ­ 
self liable for the sum he drew those war­ 
rants lot. 
When McCarthy returns, or 
when we tind that lie is not coming back, 1 
will go into the thing thoroughly. 
“ About the Crocker loan, the Legislature 
jia.ssed a resolution authorizing the Con­ 
troller to repay the loan at a certain time 
with interest. 
Y\ hen the day of payment 
arrived, the money which was expected to 
be paid into the treasury was not there, and" 
lie wanted to know whether he should pay 
the interest up to the time the payment 
was actually made. Of course, 1 am of the 
opinion that he should pay it, but I decline 
any longer to he treated as he has treated 
m e for the past two years. 
It is just the 
way lie treated M urphy when he was Audi­ 
tor. There was no need to borrow that 
money from Crocker. I had the money in 
m y possession and would have loaned it to 
the State. 
They need not have accepted it 
as a payment from the railroad, and it 
would have saved all the interest."

RACES AT THE PAFK. 


A Good Day’s Sport—Sensation and W ash­ 
board Victorious. 
The announcement that two matched 
trotting races would take place at Agricult­ 
ural Park yesterday afternoon, brought to­ 
gether a large num ber of people. The day 
was pleasant, a slight breeze blowing from 
the south, and the track in very good con­ 
dition.

The Maid led until near the score, 
when Sensation forged to the front, win- 
nine easily by several lengths. The trily 
broke several times during this heat, anil 
seemed to he a better runner than a trotter. 
Dennison’s voice, as lie hallooed to the 
mare, and ttie crack of his whip, could be 
heard from every point on the track. T;.e 
judges, when Dennison weighed in, read 
him the rule relative to whipping a running 
horse, and told him if they heard his

The second heat was won by Grotto 
Maid, who crossed the score several lengths 
in advance of Sensation.

POPULAR ASTRONOMY. 


Fixed Stars and I’lanets "Which are Vis­ 
ible at the Present Time. 
I [Written for the Kixord-Cnion bv Rev V 
Slater.] 
’ ’ 
Seven fixed stars of the first magnitude, 
1 and three planets, may b« seen in the even­ 
ing at the present time. The most con­ 
spicuous array of large fixed stars which 
can be seen in the evening at any tim e in 
the year, coming up from the east and pass­ 
ing westerly over our hea’ds, may be seen 
in January, February and the first par! of 
March. No less than seven fixed stars of 
the first magnitude (about one-third of all 
that are everseen from any part of the earth 
at any time during the year) can be seen in 
the evening at the present tim e (the latter 
part of February). Besides these fixed stars 
of the largest size there are quite a number 
of the second and third magnitudes which 
can also be seen in the same region of the 
sky. In addition to these fixed stars, three 
oí the pianets of the solar system, visible 
to the naked eye, may be seeii in the even­ 
ing at the present time. All these heavenly 
bodies are attractive objects to behold. 
If persons wish to ascertain the names 
and locations of these seven fixed stars and 
three planets, the following statements mav 
aid them in so doing : The brilliant and 
conspicuous constellation Orion may be 
easily found by any one who is accustomed 
to observe the stars. 
It is longest in a di­ 
rection nearly north and south, it has two 
stars of the first magnitude—one at each 
end. 
It has a short, bright row of three 
stars of the second magnitude midway be­ 
tween them, frequently called the “ Belt of 
O rion.'’ This now is" about three degrees 
in length, with equal spaces between the 
stars. The large silvery-colored star at ttie 
south end is K igel; the reddish colored one 
at the north end is Betelguese. 
This con­ 
stellation may be taken as a starting place 
in locating other stars. As we see it in the 
sky, it appears to be situated a little farther 
south than we are. 
The celestial euuator 
of the heavens, which is the plane of the 
earih’s equator extended outward to the 
fir id stars, passes directly across the cen­ 
tral part of this constellation, just north of 
the belt of three stars. In the early part of 
the evening it is a little farther east than 
our meridian—or a north and south line 
passing over our heads—and in the latter 
part of it. a little farther west than our 
meridian. 
In a northwesterly direction from the 
belt of i irion, about 35 degrees, a cluster ot 
small stars may be sten, called tbe "seven 
stars,’’ or Pleiades. Between Urion and 
this cluster, a little north of a straight 
line between them, and a tittle nearer the 
cluster than to Orion, mav be seen a red­ 
dish star of the first magnitude, called A l- 
debaran. This cluster and Aldebaran are 
in the constellation Taurus. The former is 
north of the ecliptic; and the latter is 
south of it. 
Southeasterly from the belt of the Orion, 
about 23 degrees, is the largest fixed star 
we can see from our latitude, called S irius; 
sometimes the dog-star. It has a bright 
silvery light. It is in the constellation 
Canis Major. 
A little north of east from the belt of 
Orion, about 32 degrees, is the reddish star 
oi the first magnitude called Procyon, in 
the constellation Canis Minor. 
Nearly north from the center of Orion 
about 45 degrees is the large red star of the 
fir.-t magnitude, called Capelin, in the con­ 
stellation Auriga. It was near this star that 
the noted comet of June, 1881. was first 
seen. 
If a straight line between Rigel and Be­ 
telguese, the two largest stars in Orion, be 
extended out northeasterly from the latter 
star 14 or 15 degrees, it will point out the 
location of a large reddish star, sim ilar in 
appearance to Betelguese, which will tie a 
little west of this straight line. This star 
is the planet Saturn, in the western part of 
the constellation Gemini. The distance 
betwen liigcl and Betelguese is a little 
greater than the distance between Betel­ 
guese and Saturn. 
Down towards the eastern horizon, near 
the apparent pathway of the 'sun. may be 
seen in the evening now two conspicuous 
stars, one above the other, some 15 or 10 
degrees apart. These stars are the planets 
Mars and Jupiter, the former being the 
highest up and the latter the lowest down. 
They are both in the constellation Verge. 
They are growing brighter and brighter, on 
account ot the earth approaching nearer to 
them. This will continue in the case of 
Mars until March 6, 1880, and in the case 
of Jupiter until March 21,18S6. They also 
rise earlier each succeeding day, on account 
of the earth's progress in its" orbit. This 
continues throughout the year. 
In nearly a straight line"between Saturn 
and these two piauets, but nearer to them 
than to Saturn, may be seen a fixed star of 
tbe first magnitude, called Regulus, in the 
constellation Leo. The ecliptic passes w ith­ 
in half a degree of this star, on the south 
side of it. 
Tims seven fixed stars of the first m agni­ 
tude—Rigel, Betelguese, Aldebaran, Sirius, 
Procyon, Capella and Regulus—and three 
piauets—Saturn, Mars and Jupiter—have 
been pointed out. The best time to observe 
the stars is in tbe absence of moonlight, 
and when the atmosphere is clear of vapor. 


L e tt e r fro m L a k e C o u n ty. 
E d s. R e c o rd -U m o n : In connection with 
the comments of the press concerning the 
contrast between the weather in this State 
and the terrible blizzards at the East, per­ 
mit me to say : W hen I was a young lad 
I had to work out for a living. My parents 
were poor, and mother died when I was 
about 8 or 9 years old. 
1 had two brothers 
and one sister. We emigrated from Ken­ 
tucky in 1831 or 1832, in company with the 
Boggus family, to Macoupin county, Hi. 
There we settled as neighbors on what is 
called Otter creek. 
The winter of 1837 
was one of the coldest and with mo3t sud­ 
den changes I ever experienced. 
Samuel 
Boggus. the man 1 was living with, had 
raised a crop of tobacco, end had laid it up 
to strip—i. c., stem—in winter evenings. 
Some time about the 1st of January it had 
snowed about four or live inches deep. 
One morning a drizzling rain set in, and it 
rained until about 4 r. M., when the wind 
suddenly changed into the northwest. We 
were comfortably in the house, stemming 
tobacco, and did not realize what was cum­ 
in/; till thy wind was blowing a heavv 
gale. 
In just thirty minutes from the 
tim e it commenced it frcze hard enough 
to 
bear 
up 
a 
man 
on 
the 
ice. 
The whole country was one sheet of ice. 
As we had no thermometers in those days 
to tell the strength of cold weather, we 
took a cup of water, holding it up as high 
as our heads, letting it drop to the floor. 
By the time it reached the lioor it was ice. 
A great many horses and cattle had their 
limbs broken by falling on the ice, and 
hundreds of wild beasts perished during the 
cold spell. Once since that time, I thinK 
about 1848-49, the whole country was cov­ 
ered with ice, and a great many horses 
and cattle were crippled and killed in a 
sim ilar manner. 
There was a storm on Cobb Mountain, 
near here, on the 20th of last month, com­ 
mencing in the night and lasting all the 
next day. The wind came from the south­ 
east. It was certainly the hardest storm 
“ Old C obb" has witnessed for the last 
twenty years. It broke off some trees and 
uprooted others. At one place, within an 
area of eight rods, six or eight trees were 
blown down or broken off, some over thirty- 
inches in diameter. Our storms here, how­ 
ever. are free from the freezing cold to 
which I have referred, as experienced at 
the East.

P r ic e of L im ited F irst-C la ss T ick e t» to 
N ew Y ork. 
[.San K raucisco B ulletin, February 22d.] 
The railroad war was resumed this m orn­ 
ing, but with few features- different from 
those of the past week. The Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe and Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific Railroads placed on sale at their office 
under the Palace Hotel a full line o( tickets 
to Eastern points, which will be sold at 
Í 
.rices to meet the competition of opposing 
ines. The Union Pacitie, Denver and Rio 
firande and Texas and Pacitie offices were, 
also out with a full line of tickets, and all 
were crowded with persons making inquiries 
concerning rates or buying tickets, it was 
announced this morning that the limited 
first-class tickets woul 1 not exact contin- 
m ars uaasaga-lv the Missouri river, but 
would afiów ten days ffnin the date of pur­ 
chase. A purchaser, therefore, has four or 
five days after baying a ticket in which to 
prepare for his trip. There was no reduc­ 
tion in the schedule rates to-day, the differ­ 
ence in price at the various offices depend­ 
ing upon the commissions offered over 
Eastern lines, and to cuts on rates east 
from tl.e Missouri river. The placing of 
lines of tickets in the offices of lines hav­ 
ing connection with the Central Pacific has 
placed it in the power of such lines to cut 
at wili their own rates, and this is undoubt­ 
edly tt. jug done. 


L IM IT E D NEW YORK TICKETS TO-DAY. 
As tar as could be learned this morning, 
limited tickets to New York fluctuated be­ 
tween $70 and $<¡5, the latter being uppa- 
ren'ly the ruling figure at most offices. 
The position taken by the Atchison, To­ 
peka and Santa Fe aud the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroads, gives promise of a long 
struggle. The tight is wholly against them 
on the Middle Route, as the line is gener­ 
ally known, and they have evidently fore­ 
seen the present trouble, and have a well- 
considered ' plan of operations. They are 
prepared for a long contest, and are show­ 
ing no disposition to force the lighting, 
contenting themselves with simply meet­ 
ing the rates fixed by the Southern Pacific 
Company. 
There is no indication of an 
intention to cut below these rates at pres­ 
ent, and it was stated at the office to-day 
that there would he no competition with 
other than the Southern Pacific office. The 
office is, it was stated, a legitimate ticket 
office, nn-i not a scalping office. Through 
it tickets are sold to the Missouri river and 
'-HwüWrrr Trdnf s.: t«T Vh=- same, ran* aa tiiase 
charged at the office of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company. The Middle Route roads 
.are enabled to do this lor the reason that 
th e contract with the Central Pacific Com­ 
pany relating to the hitter’s road, from Mo­ 
jave to this city, gives them the benefit over 
that length of line of any reduction that 
m ay be made on through tickets. They 
are not compelled to pay local fure to Mo­ 
jave. but only that proportion of the re­ 
duced rate to the Missouri river—$(¡0, $¿0 
and $2T>—which is determined by the length 
o f the line to Mojave. 


RIVAL ROADS ON EQUAL FOOTINU. 
They are rbus, it seems, on an equal 
footing with the Southern Pacific Company 
and can he undersold only by cuts secretly 
paid hv the l itter company to Eastern con­ 
necting lines, or by tbe commissions and 
cuts allowed by these Eastern lines them ­ 
selves. 
There was a good deal of mystery sur­ 
rounding the operations this 
morning, 
some agents of Eastern lines not being able 
to account for the sadden falling off in the 
ticket salts, although they had been fuvor- 
itu routes. 
Loral agents had little to xav 
upon the situation and would not acknowl­ 
edge that there was any material change in 
th e situation from that of last week. This, 
of course, is natural, as there is a good 
business rr ison for keeping tbe lowest fig­ 
ures fro a the public, as far as possible. 
Each agent wishes to get all the money he 
can, and so places his rate as high as possi­ 
ble; but it is likely that the showing of 
coin and the demand for a ticket at figures 
considerably below prices generally quoted, 
would resalt in a sale. 
There was a considerable number of buy­ 
ers on the streets this morning, and appear­ 
ances showed that the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe and the Atlantic and Pacific 
were getting their share of the business. 


THE CHICAGO AND ALTON. 
'The fir>¡t ticket sold by the Atchison, To­ 
peka and Santa Fe Railroad was over the 
Chicago and Alton Railroad from Kansas 
City to Chicago. The business over this 
latter road has been good to-day, more than 
the average num ber of tickets having been 
sold. The Chicago and Alton is the con­ 
nection of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Road which is most likely to support 
{hem in the war with the Central Pacific 
Company, tee other connecting roads at 
Kansas City—the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, ami tbe Chicago and Rock Island 
—being more dependent on the Union and 
Central Pacific Companies. 
T1IE LOWEST TO CHICAGO. 
The Chicago and Alton to-day did a little 
cutting on their owe account,' selling the 
lowest ticket yet disposed of—$.7 50—to 
Chicago. The rates generally wiling are 
$30 to Chicago and $*9 to New York, ihird- 
class. 
First-class tickets are quoted by Mr. Fair­ 
banks, of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, at $80 unlimited and $Gó limited, to 
New York, and 
are 
undoubtedly the 
lowest at which first class tickets have been 
sold. The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
will not sell unlim ited tickets at less than 
the old schedule price—$123 25—making 
their fight on the limited and third-class 
tickets.

1 Bee and John W. McCarthy, the latter ex- 
l Clerk of the Supreme Court. 
A consider- 
j able num ber of McCarthy’s friends were on 
; the dock awaiting his arrival. Although it 
was not kno-.\n that detective Bee had suc- 
i ceeded in securing custody, there was 
| abroad an impression that he*had, and that 
; McCarthy would arrive here to-uay either 
j by the Mariposa or the St. Paul, both of 
, which were considered due. Consequently 
j as soon as the Mariposa was sighted, early 
, this forenoon, the information was tele- 
I phoned all over the city. 
Before noon a 
¡ crowd had gathered at the docks. 
By the 
! courtesy of the Customs officials, a few of 
McCarthy’s friends were permitted to go on 
board ship to meet him afier the vessel was 
i docked and the gang-plank was thrown 
: out. These ntet McCarthy as he catne from 
the deck down through the cabin to land, 
and greeted him heartily. 
H e responded 
pleasantly to each, and conversed for the 
very few minutes required for the passen­ 
ger declarations to be made out for de­ 
tective Bee and McCarthy. 
To newspaper reporters he refused then 
to make any statement concerning láscase. 
To his triends, so one said, lie remarked 
that he went down to Honolulu on a pleas­ 
ure trip, using no concealment as to his 
identity while there, and the friend added 
that lie had now come back to act as Clerk 
of the Supreme Court. 
McCarthy and de­ 
tective Bee entered a carriage and were 
driven to police headquarters. 
On the 
way back from Honolulu, detective Bee 
says there occurred 110 incident worth 
mentioning. 
The weather was pleasant, 
and McCarthy enjoyed good health, as did 
the detective. Coming up the harbor, Slc- 
Carthy and the detective viewed the scenery 
from the deck. 
McCarthy left his luggage 
at the ship, to be sent for later. He and 
the detective were the first passengers 
landed. 
Mr. McCarthy says that he left, this city 
on account of ill health, being afflicted with 
gravel, intending to go to Los Angeles or 
some other warm locality for the benefit of 
his health, but suddenly'changed his mind 
and took passage on the St. Paul for Hono­ 
lulu. H e said nis ticket was purchased by 
a friend because he ’.vas pressed for time. 
He also says that his baggage was plainly 
marked “ John W. McCarthy, San Fran­ 
cisco,” as also the gripsack which he car­ 
ried on board the St. Paul in ids hand. He 
adds further tbat just before the sailing of 
the Si. Paul an official on the dock from 
which the steamer sailed, took a drink 
with him . and that lie made no disguise of 
his intention of taking a trip to the islands 
for the benefit of lux health on the St. Paul. 
He says that he lias returned within the 
sixty days’ absence limit prescribed for 
State officers, and considers him self entitled 
to the office of Clerk of the Supreme Court, 
to which lie was elected for a term of four 
years, and that lie- will immediately assume 
the duties as such officer. 
He says that lie 
owes the Sta'c nothing in his official ca­ 
pacity, and that if he lias any private 
creditors they have their legal recourse.
